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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments traversing the claim 
rejections are not persuasive. As to the argument regarding claim 1 that the accumulator does not prevent backflow, this argument was 
addressed in the final action, citing specific column and line numbers from the disclosure of Saravia in support of the examiner's position. 
As to the argument that the Office action provides no evidence that the accumulator of Saravia is configured to expand during occlusion, 
that is precisely what the accumulator must do to perform its intended function, and this is clearly conveyed throughout the Saravia 
disclosure. The accumulator could not store incoming fluid energy and release it without also expanding to provide a temporary increase in 
volume to prevent premature release of fluid due to excess pressure in the accumulator. As to whether the same accumulator could prevent 
backflow of suction, the same principle applies with gaseous streams as it does with liquid; the accumulator stores the accumulating 
potential energy of the fluid, expanding to temporarily accomodate the suction flow buildup and prevent prematutre release of excess 
suction pressure. As to arguments regarding the balloon 1 98 of Saravia, this balloon defines the body of the accumulator and it is stated 
clearly and explicitly in Col. 8, line 61 - Col. 9, line 3 that the ballon expands when fluid flows in (i.e. to be stored in the accumulator 
temporarily) and when the fluid flows out, the balloon contracts. The balloon would also expand when the fluid is suction. 

The balance of applicant's arguments rely on arguments presented with respect to claim 1 addressed supraand in the final action. 

In light of the lack of new and/or persuasive arguments against the outstanding claim rejections, the rejections are maintained and the reply 
is not entered. . 
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
